The reply received 1 21 1 0/08 is incomplete because it does not address the rejections of claims 21-23. Applicant's reply alleges that 
these claims arc withdrawn pursuant to a restriction requirement (see page 4, paragraph 1 ; and page 1 0, item 4), but the Office action 
clearly rejected these claims under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first and second paragraphs. The Office action summary sheet (PTO-326) 
explicitly indicates that no claims were withdrawn. The basis for applicant's contention that claims 21-23 are not being considered is 
not clear; as explicitly stated in the 7/10/08 Office action, claims 16-27 were examined on their merits to the extent they read on the 
elected species, namely "CHO cells" and "immunoglobulins." 

In reply to this letter, applicant is required to provide a corrected claim listing that reflects the correct status of claims 21-23 along 
with arguments that fully address ALL of the pending grounds of rejection. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
